to buy. expensive music on each one. fnd I have a Sremen- 
dous wish to get these true and human folk-sonzgs under the 
skin of those people back yonder. And I haven't any capital 
to do the philanthropic act that I would like. But this is 
not a commercial venture, though it has to carry itself; and

for I feel sure that under your Kindling, even the slow 
Tenderfeet would get their coat-tails a afire with these songs, 
and would go rushing through the standing corn of Eastern 
donservatism like Sampson's foxes, — And I surely want these 
songs, which have been not only ga vital and pregious part of 
my life for forty years-- I want them saved, not as dricd 
pressed flowers between the leaves of an old book, but as 
flowers living and blossoming again in the hearts of my country-= 
mene
